M. Maquet’s true name is a Scotch name (which I 
cannot at this moment recall, and which he dropped 
at M. Dumas’s instance, when they began to labor 
together) ; Gerard de Nerval is an assumed name, 
and so is Jules Noriac; M. Nadar’s name is Tour- 
nachon ; Dr. Trousseau’s family name is Tourne-

They intend 
introducing into France the best English and Ameri- 
can authors, and have several authors busily en- 
gaged in this undertaking. All of the late Mr, 
Hawthorne’s works are to be published by them in 
a French dress—all which have not been published 
here. ‘ Transformation” will open the series. You 
may believe the wretchedly-paid French authors 
are delighted with the prospect of better incomes. 

I regret to announce the embarrassed circum- 
stances of “La Revue de Paris.” As ‘it was no 
longer able to give M. Edmond About $100 for his

I must likewise register the departure from life 
of Dr. Karl Schmidt, the author of a valuable his- 
tory of Pedagogy, and of the law of public instruc- 
tion of Gotha, and of several other works relating 
toeducation. M. Aristippe’s death should also find 
place here, as he is the author of an “ Art of the 
Comedian.”” M. Edouard Robinet has likewise 
gone; he was for many years an editor of * Le 
National,” the nearest friend of the Abbé Félicité de 
Lamennais, and for the last ten years the editor of 
the “ Revue de l’Instruction Publiqne,” published 
by the Messrs. Hachette. 

Long as this necrological list is, three other 
names must be added to it. Count Charles de 
Graimberg, a writer on art and archeology, who 
was born in France, “ emigrated” in 1789, and was 
made a citizen of Heidelberg in 1810, where he 
lived and died. And Herr F. Streber, of Munich, 
who passed for the best living numismatist of 
Europe. And, lastly, Giuseppe del Re, who was 
born at Naples, conspired against the Bourbons 
from 1830 to 1848, lived an exile from 1848 to 1560, 
all the while animating his countrymen to resist- 
ance against tyrants, by verse, which Italians place 
high among their poetical literature. One of his 
poems was dedicated to the memory of Agesilao 
Milano, the would-be regicide. He was tried at 
Turin for this work, and acquitted after a lofty 
defence of himself. Since the annexation of Italy 
to Piedmont he has been a conservative, and al- 
though the government have repeatedly attempted 
tomark their gratitude for his long patriotic ser- 
vices, he refused to accept anything, even the cross 
of the Crown of St. Lazare. I say nothing of the 
suicide of Dr. Hermann Demme, as the newspapers 
are filled with the tragical particulars. 

M. Renan’s absence in Egypt will last some nine 
months. He travels entirely at his own expense 
(ithad been stated that he was sent out by the 
government). He lost his sister (the Mile. Henri- 
ette Renan, to whose “soul” his “ Life of Jesus” is 
dedicated) while making his explorations in the 
Kast. As an amanuensis was necessary, his wife 
insisted upon accompanying him and acting as his 
secretary, thus adding another example of woman’s 
true love and valuable assistance even to scholars, 
to be placed by the side of Mrs. Grote’s and, more 
touching still, Mrs. Napier’s name. Mme. Renan 
Is a niece of Ary Scheffer. 

M. Saint Mare Girardin has left us for the winter. 
Iam sorry to say that the health of his only sar- 
viving son is so infirm as to render a residence in a 
Southern climate necessary during our harsher 
season. 

The Reverend Athanase Coquerel has petitioned 
the Minister of Public Instruction for license to de- 
liver lectures on the history of Protestantism, in 
order to support himself. He was wane 
dicted the sacred desk in consequence of his Soci- 
nian opinions. 

At the last annual meeting of the Academy of 
Fine Arts, M. Beulé filled the air with lamentations 
over the “ruin” of that body, because it is no longer 
lord of the School of Fine Arts. His pretext was a 
eulogy on the late M. Flandrin. The “ Moniteur,” 
contrary to all precedent, has not published rhis eu- 
logy, although all the other newspapers contain it. 

There is an amusing war of pamphlets waged here 
between M. Feugere and M. d’Aubant, the respect- 
lve editors of the last two published editions of 
Mme. Roland’s Memoirs. Gallons of ink have been 
shed, and the pens destroyed in the contest exceed 
account. Each tries to demonstrate the other to bea 
very wicked and very stupid fellow, to the delight 








of everybody who likes to see the beam dragged 
out of this, and the mote pulled out of that, neigh- 
bor’s eye. 

To the astonishment of everybody, the Council 
of State has rejected the bill conferring perpetual 
copyright upon authors. When one considers that 
this bill was framed by such eminent jurists as 
MM. Barthe, Duvergier, and Dupin, and that the 
emperor took zealous interest in it, this rejection is 
something extraordinary. I question if it be ac- 
cepted for definitive. 

One of the brothers of the late friar Lacordaire 
(despite the opposition of every other member of 
the family) has brought suit for the recovery of 
the manuscripts of that eminent monk, which he 
bequeathed to Abbé Ferreyve, the professor of 
sacred eloquence in the Sorbonne. There is good 
ground of reason to believe that this most unjust 
suit will fail of success. 

The Correspondence of Napoleon the First costs 
the French Government $10,000 a volume. As six- 
teen volumes have been published, this brings 
their cost to $160,000. 

We have three public lecture-rooms now open: 
One at the Sorbonne, where members of the Uni- 
versity lecture at night, and to which admission is 
free; another in the Rue de la Paix; and another 
(and more democratic one) in the Place Cadet. 
An admission fee is charged to these lasttwo. Their 
success is not great. If a well-known name is on 
the bill as lecturer, a respectable audience is as- 
sembled. If the speaker be unknown to the public, 
there are rarely fifty people present. The best— 
the “star”’—lecturers receive $20 ; the Wills o’ the 
Wisp get $10. You see we are far enough from 
transatlantic F. A. M. E. There are about four 
hundred candidates for the honor of lecturing. 

Our daguerreotypists are striving earnestly to per- 
suade M. Gustave Flaubert (the author of “Mme. 
Bovary,” and of “Salammbo”) to consent to allow 
them to take his portrait. He will not hear of any 
such thing. The photographers vow they will have 
it, whether he consent or no, and they are cudgelling 
their invention to suggest some expedient which 
will enable them to obtain it. The chances seem 
to be against them, as M. Gustave Flaubert has 
quitted town for his country seat near Rouen. As 
he is a remarkably handsome man, and has proved 
a brilliant companion at Compiegne, the photo- 
graphers pretend to be unable to understand his 
aversion from their art. The wonder to me is that 
so many men should consent to allow their faces to 
be placed in every shop window, for nobody can be 
incognito anywhere now-a-days. 

Me Gustave de Beaumont (the old friend of 
the late M. de Tocqueville) has in press the 
complete works of the latter, so far, indeed, as may 
be possible here. You know the English edition of 
the correspondence is much more complete than 
the French edition. The “ Democracy in America” 
has already appeared. The editor states, in the 
preface, that a great many errors had crept into the 
recent editions of this work. 

We have a very curious book, “ The Conversa- 
tions of M. de Chateaubriand,” by his secretary, M. 
Danielo—an odd fish whose si/houette I shall cut in 
my next letter. 

We are to have to-day a volume by M. Duvey- 
rier, entitled “The Future and the Bonapartes,” 
in which (I am told by those who have read the 
proof-sheets, which he has communicated to all of 
his friends) he demonstrates that France is on the 
brink of irreparable ruin in consequence of the ex- 
travagance of the present Emperor. As the Pereires 
are believed to share his opinions, this work is 
looked forward to with great interest. G. 8. 
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NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 
PHoToLiTHoGRAPHY.—The process of photolitho- 
graphy, invented and patented by Mr. John W. 
Osborne, of Melbourne, Australia, is said to be one 
of great practical value to publishers. It consists 
in the copying of pen drawings, maps, line engrav- 


ings, or wood-cuts, by the camera, upon a transfer | 


paper, which readily transmits its impression to the 
surface of the lithographie stone. The use of this 


paper and the mode of its preparation constitute | 


the features of the invention. Since 1859 it has 
been in use in Australia by the Government in the 
publication of their maps, effecting an immense 
saving of time and expense. The Prussian Govern- 
ment have also employed it in the publication of 
their splendid work, “The Expedition to Japan,” 
the illustrations for which are first executed with 
the pen upon ordinary drawing paper by the artist 
of the expedition. They are of the finest descrip- 
tion, and are exquisitely copied by Mr. Osborne’s 
process, exceeding iu brilliancy and sharpness as 
well as delicacy any ordinary lithograph, and are 
only to be compared to fine line work upon copper 
or steel. The great advantage gained by this 
method is that the artist is, in effect, his own en- 
graver; his work does not require to be eppied by 
another. For all purposes of transferring from 
paper to steel, copper, or stone, this is said to be 
the best method extant. Mr. Osborne’s agent in 
this country is Mr. Samuel T. Hooper, Boston. 


A Friend in Boston writes us as follows: “ Your 
anecdote in the last Pusiisaer’s CircvLar brings to 
mind an occurrence, similar, which has just hap- 
pened in this city.

MEYERBEER, THE ComposeR.—Mr. Gruneison, an 
English musical critic, announces his “ Recollee- 
tions of Meyerbeer.” 

SHAKSPEARE IN ARms.—Mr. W. J. Thoms, an Eng- 
lish antiquarian, has published a paper on the 
question, “** Was Shakspeare a Soldier?” He arrives 
at the conclusion that the poet had seen martial 
service; but Lord, Campbell declared him to have 
been a lawyer’s clerk, and others have aflirmed 
that he must have belonged to the clerical or medi- 
cal profession. 

Martké Anytornette.—In the private library of the 
Emperor of Austria, at Vienna, there have lately 
been discovered a series of letters between the 
Empress Maria Theresa and her daughter, Marie 
Antoinuette of France, commencing with the latter's 
marriage, and ending with the eimpress’s death. 
There are ninety-four letters, thirty of which are 
holographs, the copies of the rest being authenti- 
cated. The whole series will be published soon. 

Wuist.—This game is obtaining a literature of its 
own. It was played in England three hundred 
years ago—what is now called Long Whist. The 
variation, entitled Short Whist, in which the game 
is done at sive points, is much played in the London 
clubs, and a committee of gentlemen, appointed by 
these clubs, lately appointed Mr. John Loraine 
Baldwin to draw up its laws. These, with a trea- 
tise on the game by Mr. J. Clay, have just been 
published, in book form, in London. The best 
writers on Long Whist are Hoyle, ‘“‘ Major A.,” and a 
certain “ Cavendish.” 

CuarLes Lever.—The new Irish novel, “Tony

ExpLoRATION OF Yucatan.—Dr. Berendt,a German 
physician and naturalist, who has resided for the 
past twelve years in Mexico and Central America, 
lately returned from those countries with a view to 
prepare himself for a thorough exploration of Yuca- 
tan, in which country he has already made several 
journeys. When in Guatemala he learned that a 
manuscript dictionary of the Maya, the language 
spoken throughout Yucatan and some of the adja- 
cent provinces, was brought to the United States by 
the Abbé Brasseur de Bourburg, who visited there 
a few years ago, and published in Paris a work on 
Central America. On the arrival of Dr. Berendt in 
Washington, he learned that the dictionary referred 
to had been sold in New York. Repairing to that 
city he was enabled, through the aid of some of the 
members of the New York Historical Society, to 
trace the volume to Mr. John Carter Brown, of Provi- 
dence, whose collection of books on America is well 
known. Dr. Berendt is now in Providence, trans- 
cribing this dictionary, which consists of nearly 
20,000 words. It contains a large number of syno- 
pymes and examples, and would, if printed, make 
a volume as large as Molina’s Dictionary of the 
Mexican Language. It may, therefore, be consid- 
ered one of the most complete dictionaries of any of 
the languages of Spanish America extant. The 
doctor has already copied one-half the work, and 
has ascertained that the author was a Franciscan 
monk, who was in Yucatan in the year 1570, and 
that the dictionary was written between that time 
and the year 1600. 

Dr. Berendt, who is already familiar with the 
spoken language of the Mayas, intends making him- 
self acquainted with the language as written and 
spoken three centuries ago, when he will set out on 
his explorations.

— A fine portrait of S. T. Coleridge, 
the poet, by his friend Washington Allston, the poet- 
painter, has been secured for the National Portrait 
Gallery of England. The “ Atheneum” says: “It 
was considered by Wordsworth and other friends 
of the poet the most satisfactory likeness that ever 
was painted of him. An engraving was executed 

‘from this picture by Mr. Samuel Cousins a few 
years ago. The portrait was painted at Bristol, in 
| 1814, for Mr. Joshua Wade, when Coleridge was in 
| the forty-second year of his age. The artist’s own 
‘testimony, given in a letter to Prof. Henry Reed, of 
Philadelphia, is deserving of consideration. He 
says, ‘So far as I can judge of my own production, 
the likeness is a true one, but it is Coleridge in 
repose, and, though not unstirred by the perpetual 
ground-swell of his ever-working intellect, and 
shadowing forth something of the deep philosopher, 
it is not Coleridge in his highest mood, the poetic 
state. When in that state, no face I ever saw was 
like to his; it seemed almost spirit made visible, 
without a shadow of the visible upon it. Could I 
have then fixed it on canvas! But it was beyond 
the reach of my art.’”

Here is a volume fully open to the objection of 
being made up of scraps. We have seventy-one 
articles occupying three hundred pages, averaging, 
therefore, between four and five pages in length. 
The subjects are grave and gay, light and heavy, 
epistolary, didactic, hortatory, etc. etc. The treat- 
ment in each particular instance is pleasant enongh, 
and as we turned over the pages we rather enjoyed 
the writer’s smooth, genial, and pleasant way of 
putting things. It is, however, a class of publica- 
tions which should not be encouraged. What is 
wanted, as favoring additions to our literature, is 
sustained effort and continued thought. Collections 
of paragraphs, newspaper articles, sonnets, and 
letters can, except in the rare cases of great geniuses, 
have no other value than that which attaches to 
personal memorials. They may suggest rather than 
prove the possession of ability. The public really 
care very little for the miscellaneous contents of 
the drawer of some gentleman or lady whose only 
merit is the possession of a ready pen and nimble 
wit. There are thousands of such in our country, 
and if they all rushed into print our literature will 
degenerate into trifles.
